The textile Induatry fulfilled the 1946 plan by IO3.4 percent, an 
Inoreofe of 26.5 percent orer 1945. According to preliminary data, the 
1947 irlll be fulfilled 102. 3 percent, an incroaee of 36 percent 
oTer 1?46. Fourth-quarter 194? production vaa I31.2 percent orer first 
quarter 1947. 

In comparison vith 1946, the production of cotton yam In 1947 
Inorsaaed ^ percent; cotton cloth, 33; thread, 36; corded fabrics 
(sTtokorda;, 50; linen, 26; voolena, 32; silk, 38; and oo'i;ton thrsad, 30 
psrosnt. 

Xspso daily note worthy la the rscona traction of snterprlasB producing 
ajnthstlo flbsTTS, which auffsrsd 00 heavily in Vorld War II. 

In 1947 the manufacture of synthetic alUc and ataple fibers Increased 
2.3 timss as oomparsd with 1946. The output of vashod wool, raw silk, and 
cotton vcol Inorsarsd significantly. 

Tbs best rssulta wsrs achioTsd by the anterprlas of the OlaTlsakhlopprvw 
(Main Administration of Leningrad Cotton Industry) (director, Kbs’ko; ohlsf 
JOio’cstoT). This administration almoBt doubled lie 1946 production 
In 1947. All enterprises of the Lenlu^pped Main Administration folflllsd the 
annual plan ahead of schedule. 

There ware marked euooeeees In the Main Administration of the Wool 
Ind ue toy {dfreStor, ^ueer; chief engineer, Ch'irbanoT).' The wool workers had 
icoduoed 3 million meters of cloth viVer plan by 7 Norenber. Since then they 
hSTS added another 600,000 meters to their above-plan production. 

Snterprloea of the Main Admlnlotratlon of the Silk Industry (director, 
TsTieysTB; chief engineer, Pavlov )were alec succesaful. Production vae 
3*0 million meters above annual plan. 
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Other organ! zationa ovorfulfilling the plan were enterprieee of 
the Main Administration ox" i4a.min© Parts Construction (diroctoi’, Sushln; 
chief engineer, Legov)^ the Primary Wool-ProcoSBing Trust (administrator ,0uflev; 
chief engineer, Flrikelberg) , the Main Admlniatration of Technical Fahrica 
(director, Kotov; chief engineer, Migdal), and the Main Adminiatration of 
Synthetic Fibers (director, Morozov; ?hlof engineer, Alekhin)* 

The competition vlthlh "branth cjf the tortile Indus cry brought even more 
pronOTWicod reeults* Dozens of test lie ©nterprisee fulfilled plan ahead of 
schedule- The following wore the leading cotton producers: the "Trekhgornaya 
Manufaktura" Combine Imeni Dzerzhlnakiy, the Tashkent Combine Imeni Stalin, 
the Teykovskiy Thread Combine Imeni Kirov, and the Factory Imeni Laklri. The 
Xeaders in the woolen industry were? the Combine imeni Tel 'man, the Factory 
Imeni Kalinin, and the Kuntsev and Balashlkhin factories. Silk industry 
leaders woi^; the "Krasnaya Koza" Combine, the Klrzhachekly Combine, the 
Ccaabine imeni Sverdlov, the Factory imeni Gor'kly, and the "Krasnyy Shelkov- 
ahchik" Factory. In the linen industry, the Factory imeni Molotov, the Ezhev 
Haokllng Factory, the "Krasnyy Oktyabr',” the "Kirasnyye Tkach 1" and other 
enterprises distinguished themselves. 

Ther'e waa a high percentage of Stakhanovltes among the workers of the 
Oreldiovo te^lle industry. 

In tbe ^ehelkbvQ Cotton Combine StaKhanovites made elgnlf leant begin- 
nings* Plana have been worked out for th© most elective utilization of 
equipment, for fipeedlng up machines, and for minimizing their idle time. 

Some branches of the textile industry did not fulfill the State plan, 
’including branches of the cotton and linen irdustries. 

The over-all number of workers In the textile industry at the end of 
1947 rose almost 18 percent over the beginning of the year. Consequently, 
about 000 Bore spindles and 10,000 more looms vei^ put in operation. 

At the same time, the production per worker increased by 11.^ percent 

over 1946. 


However, effectiveness of the influx of new workers and their utiliza- 
tion cannot bo regarded as satisfactory. A large turnover cf personnel In 
a series of oaseA disorganized production. For the first three quarters of 
1947 there vaa pn average decrease of 3 percent per month In the total 
nund^r of workers in some enterprises. 

In many onteT^isea there were considerable deficiencies In utiliza- 
tion of equlpnent. The productivity of machines is still low and periods 
of idleneas great. In 1947 > little was done to raise the productive capac- 
ity of machines, one of the basic problems for textile men* In the cotton 
Industry, an increase in the productivity of equipment ol almost 10 percent 
is oBBentlal. 


Sven in the second and third quarters when Industry was veil 
provided w^th fuel and electricity, the idleness of equipment In many enter- 
prises reached lC-1^ percent. The raw materiel stock balances In 194? In 
all branches of the textile Indxistpy were considerably strained. Neverthe- 
less, there were losses of raw materials through Incorrect and., at times, 
care less storage. Also, fibers were poorly utilized in production. The 
gractest overexpenditures were in enterprlpes of the Glavkord and 
Glavnovkhlopprom. Overexpenditures were made in cotton as well as in yam 
fibers. In July and August 1947 alone, ITl tons of yams were wasted in 
the Glavaiosldilopproin, 142 tone in the First Glavlvkhlopprom, and 124 tone 
in the Second Glavlvkhlopprom. 
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Acceding to the prellmJnai'y plan, .general voliape of production 
in the textile Industry vlll Inorease ove\' I9li7 hy 22-23 percents Cotton 
cloth vlli Inereae© 3C per<>ent , llron 20 vooleng IB percent, and 

silk 22 perpent. 

Such an increase In production vlll permit attaining, in the third 
year of the Five the pres*ar volume of output in vool, silk, 
prlawry larocesB^ wool, and In the production of corded fahrlcfli 

Directors^ and especially engineers, must coi^lder the special 
porohl^QS idilch vlll arise In 19 ^* In uhe cotton hranch, in particular, 
the questions of prudent handling of rav toteriala and of efficient re- 
jswjesslng of Icnr-grado cotton vill he important. 

In the linen lhduStry> there will he an increase in Use of cotton 
yam due to oonrerslpn of a elfihl^ican^ of textile equipment for 

the output of linen- content clo^. In the v there iftust he 

snore expedient odahiimtlone of rav inaieflal, such as blending fine and 
seailheaty vool. 

• In 19^# special attention atuet he glyen to the spinning industry, 
ilsehlne utlXlsstioh must he increased and periods of suachlne idleness 
sharply de<n?eased. Toluae <tr output irv 19 ^ must Ihcrease though intro- 
duction of additional equipment and IncreaBe of its productivity. In the 
textile industry, this index inust rise I6 percent for cotton and IB peroeht
